She imposes no taxes up­ 
on her people to obtain the objects of de­ 
sire, and sends her products to all coun­ 
tries in t x change for their surplus.—Cin­ 
cinnati Enquirer. 
This is the free trade way of giving 
the people enlightenment touching the 
great advantages of free trade with all 
the world. But an intelligent person 
cannot be deceived by such statements 
as come from the Enquirer. 
The ques­ 
tion of import duties in England was 
pretty thoroughly [diecmsed last cam­ 
paign, so 
that 
the 
general reader 
will not be at a less to know the rea1 
facts in the case. It may be well, how­ 
ever, to remind the public of one very im­ 
portant difference between the systems 
of i ii posing duties bere and in England. 
It is the rata in this country to place a 
duty on such articles that come in direct 
competition with like articles produced 
in the United States, so that this pro­ 
duction 
may be protected and en- 
ccr raced. 
I he rule id England is to 
levy import 
duties 
on articles not 
produced in that country. Aa sn illus­ 
tration, England fixes tea end ccffee, 
while the United States admits them 
frte because they are articles needed by 
ever)body, and cannot be 
produced 
here. 
But to figures to disprove what the 
free trade Cincinnati Enquirer says: Mr. 
Mongredien, an English free trader, in 
his history of the free trade movement 
in England, says that his country levies 
an im poet duty on fifteen articles, seven 
of whioh are not produced there, aud the.

Mongredien, recently the grand fugle­ 
man and exponent of British so-called 
free traders in general and Cobden 
Clubbers in particular, England, so far 
from imposing*no texee upon her peo­ 
ple to obtain the objects of desire,, does 
actually by her tariff laws levy more 
heavily upon snob almost universal 'ob­ 
jects of desire’ as tobacco, tea, coffee, 
wine end spirits as this country in its 
most exalted hour of protective enthus­ 
iasm eyer dreamed of.

The readers of the Gazette will re­ 
member the rejoicing among republi­ 
cans last year when the announcement 
was made that Henry C. Lta, of Phila­ 
delphia, a noted mugwump, abandoned 
the auppoit of Cleveland and used his 
wide influence for the election of Harri­ 
son. 
Mr. Lea is 
a man of muoh 
learning,

of gieat influence among the better grade 
of republicans in Pennsylvania. He is 
not a politician, neither is he a hide­ 
bound, onesided, self-annointed civil 
service reformer; He is a man who de­ 
mands justice in politics, consistency in 
a parly, and faithfulness in dealing with 
pledges.

Through Mr. Harrison’s action the only 
issue before us is submission or resist­ 
ance to Qaay 16m, Under such oircum- 
8tanoes„duty to the state and to the coun­ 
try demands revolt against party. 
Revolt, moreover, osq be safely in­ 
dulged in. In so conservative a com­ 
munity as ours the 80,000 majority of last 
year cannot be wholly wiped out. Mr. 
Boyer, I believe, is, like his opponent, an

In no other way can ‘they 
avoid sharing responsibility for the deg­ 
radation of the party, which, if not 
promptly arrested, will inevitably con­ 
sign it to defeat in 1892. In no other 
way, also, can they protest against the 
disregard of political morality into which 
Mr. Harrison has been led.

Adventure of a Sailing Party With Yel­ 
low Boatmen. 
A story of mutiny, wherein British 
pluck and muscle worked wonders, is 
told by the author of “The Land of the 
Dragon,” who, with a friend, hired a 
house-boat, in China, and went “up 
country,” shooting game, here and 
there, and exploring the coast. Having 
reached the end of a reek, w here theiy 
own boat stuck fast, they chanced ta 
notice, about three miles out at sea, an 
uninhabited island, which they decided 
to visit, and thereupon engaged some 
junkmen to take them there for eight 
dollars, half to be paid on reaching the 
inland and the other half 011 their 
return. 
There were five boatmen, big. s t u r d y 
fellows, who, all the way to the island, 
were continually talking, in a quiet 
undertone, and occasionally easting 
furtive glances at us. 
My companion said to me, “Those 
fellows mean to play us a trick, so keep 
your weather eye open, and sLand by 
for squalls.” 
We said nothing, however, but on 
reaching the island, paid our four dol­

and stepped , 
ashore. When we went back to the 
boat, the men seemed in no hurry to 
return. 
They remained lying on the 
deck, and showed no inclination to 
move. 
We went to the head man, 
picked him up, stood him on his feet 
and ordered him to “shove off.” 
Up jumped the others of tho erew, 
and then the leader, in a mixture of 
Hindostani, Malay and Pidgin-Englisli 
Chinese, informed us that it w as their 
intention not to return to the mainland 
till we had paid them forty dollars in­ 
stead of the eight agreed upon. 
“Mutiny and piracy I” cried my com­ 
panion. “I won’t pay another cent! 
We’ll make them put us ashore for 
nothing.” 
For more than half an hour we tried 
to bring them to reason, but in vain. 
At length, the leader announced: 
We’ll give you a little more time to 
think about it, and if you don’t comply, 
Well put you both on the island, and 
return without you.” 
‘"Now,” said I to my friend, “we have 
got to fight. We must pitch all five 
overboard, take charge of the boat and 
sail her ourselves. 
The water is not 
more than five feet deep, and they’ll 
easily reach the island.” 
As we advanced, each of the men 
drew from under his coat an ugly look­ 
ing piece of wood, about eighteen 
inches long. 
There is no occasion to 
tell the details of that fight; the pieces 
of wood fell heavily, and so did our 
fists. It was a tougher job than we had 
expected, but finally the last man w ent 
over the side. 
As soon as the deck was clear, we 
hoisted sail, and leaving the five men on 
the island, entreating us to return, 
made the best of our way to a good 
landing-place in a small bay, not three 
miles from the village where we had 
engaged our piratical craft. 
We hurried over the hills to our own 
boat as soon as possible, and it was 
well that we lost no time, for our five 
pirates had signalled to their acquaint­ 
ances on shore, w ho sent them a boat, 
and had not our own craft been a good 
Bailer, we should not only have been 
pursued but overtaken.

An Expert Blind Man. 
I t is almost incredible that Simon 
Collins, of Marietta, who has been 
blind for twenty-seven years, is an ex­ 
pert carpet weaver, makes and prints 
flour sacks in colors, doing the print­ 
ing on a Washington hand press and 
with a perfect register, but “The Mari­ 
etta Times” vouches for that. I have 
known him for seven or eight years, 
and have seen him frequently on the 
streets of his town, cane in hand, walk­ 
ing rapidly, making all tho ins and 
outs, going down into a basement or 
up stairs to a business office, never 
making a mistake 
and never being 
hurt. 
A year ago he made a canoe from his 
own design, and the same boat won a 
race in the regatta upon the Susque­ 
hanna at Columbia. 
He is the paten­ 
ted of a brush handle, makes fishing 
nets and cane-seated chairs. 
His latest triumph is the mastery of 
the type-writer. 
He bought one some 
montns ago and is now able to operate 
it quickly and correctly. He is said 
to be an expert euchre player, but I 
cannot vouch for that, though it is 
scarcely more notable than many things 
already mentioned which I have known 
him to do.

C h ica g o, Oct 29.—As the trial of the 
Cronin case progresses toward toe point 
when 
the introduction of 
sensational 
evidence is probable, if not necessary, the 
public interest seems to intensify. 
This 
was shown by the large number of people 
who seek admission to the court room. 
The State’s attorney called as his first 
witness of the morning session John J. 
Cronin, the doctor's 
brother, 
but 
that 
gentleman not being 
in the witness room, 
Napier Moreland, Pat 
Dinan’s hostler, was 
called. 
Mr. More­ 
land testified that on 
the evening of May 4, 
about 7 or < .10 o’clock 
a 
man 
called 
at 
Dinan’s stable, where 
witness 
was 
then 
working. 
The man 
ha piek Moreland, asked if any horse 
had been hired for him during the day. 
YI itness replied that he knew nothing 
about it; that the stranger would have to 
see Mr. Dinan. 
The stranger left the 
stable to seek Mr. Dinan, whom he found, 
and who, a few moments later, entered in 
company with the stranger and told wit­ 
ness to hitch up ahorse. 
Witness brought 
out a gray horse, to which the stranger 
objected, saying he did not want a white 
horse. 
Mr. Dinan toid witness not to send out 
the horse which he was hitching up, and 
ordered him to bring out the “old white 
horse.” 
Mr. Forrest here objected to the intro­ 
duction in evidence of everything relating 
to the man who called for the white horse 
and to anything he said or did, Dan 
Coughlin not being present. 
The court overruled the objection, Mr. 
Forrest taking an exception. 
“ Describe the man,” said Mr. Mills 
“He looked like a mechanic coming 
home from work. 
He had a short, dane 
beard of about a week’s growth. [He wore 
a round soft slouch hat and a faded brown 
or gray overcoat with the collar pulled 
up around his chin.” 
There were 
no side-curtains on the 
buggy, aud tho man asked for them, but 
did not get them. 
At 9 or 9:80 o’clock the white horse and 
buggy were returned to the stable. 
The 
wheels and body of the buggy were cov­ 
ered with sand and a dark, clayey mud of 
a putty-like consistency. 
The man on 
returning did not come into the barn. 
He 
stopped the rig on the sidewalk or drive 
way leading into the barn, and jumping 
out walked rapidly away. 
Witness saw 
only tho back of the departing man, but 
witness felt certain he was the same man 
vfco called for the rig. 
“ What was the condition of the horso 
on its return?’ ’ 
“ He was very warm and blowing hard 
with his nostrils as though he had been 
driven hard and for some long distance. ” 
Mr. Mills questioned tho witness closely 
as to tho position of the stranger, as to 
the lights in the stable, and his opportu­ 
nity for seeing the stranger's face. 
Mr. Moreland testified that when he was 
speaking to the stranger the latter stood 
with his back to the burning gas- jet on a 
post in the stable, and the light from the 
office shown on his face. 
The stranger 
had his hat pulled down over Im eyes and 
the faded overcoat was buttoned only by 
the two upper buttons, boing open from 
there to the bottom. 
On cross examination Mr. Forrest asked 
how he knew tho time when the rig was 
returned. 
“ Because I was sitting at the door when 
a man came to me and asked me if all the 
rigs were in. 
I got up then ana went into 
the office and looked at the clock, and it 
was just IO o’clock.” 
This answer did not please Mr. Forrest, 
who at once move to have the answer to 
his own question stricken out 
Messrs. Mills and 
Ingham objected, 
and the conrt overruled Mr. Forrest’s mo - 
tion. 
Mr. Forrest surrendered the witness and 
Mr. Mills asked: 
“ Who was the man who 
came to ask if all the rigs were in?” 
Mr. Forrest objected, and Mr. Mills 
claimed that it was competent to ask the 
question, the matter having been brought 
out by the defense. 
The court sustained the objection, and 
Mr. Mills’ effort to get into the record the 
fact that a policeman called to inquire if 
the rigs were all in failed for the present. 
Mrs. T. T. Conklin was thon called to 
the stand. 
Judge Longenecker conducted 
the examination. 
He got Mrs. Conklin 
to describe minutely the situation of the 
rooms in the Clark street flat which she 
occupied May 4, aud from which Dr. 
Cronin was driven away. 
She testified 
that she had known Dr. Cronin about 
eleven years and that he had resided in 
her family in Chicago about eight years. 
“ Did you see Dr. Cronin at your house 
on the 4th of May?” 
“ I did.” 
“ Did he take supper there that day?” 
“ He took dinner about 5 o’clock.” 
A plat of the Conklin residence was in­ 
troduced and explained to the jury. 
Mrs. Conklin then detailed the summon­ 
ing of the doctor by the emissary of the 
nasa gains- 
Her story was that at 7:30 
o’clock Dr. Cronin was in his private office 
treating a Miss McNerney. 
A sister of 
Miss McNerney was waiting for the pa­ 
tient in the outer office and a gentleman 
was waiting in the parlor. 
“ A man stopped at the door. 
I 
answered his ring. 
He said he wanted to 
see Dr. Cronin. 
I*told him, ‘You will 
have to come in if you want to see the 
doctor, because he is engaged. ’ 
The man 
hesitated, and I told him again he would 
have to come inside. 
He finally did so, 
and he sat on the edge of a chair and 
seemed very nervous. 
He hold his hat in 
front of it and was nervous. 
“ I rapped on Dr. Cronin’s private door 
and told him some one wanted to see him 
quickly. 
He came out of the private office 
and the man, who 
had been sitting on 
the edge of the chair, 
arose and advanced 
to meet the doctor. 
The man said: 'Doc­ 
tor, a man is hurt 
and you are wanted 
to attend him. 
He is 
one of O’Sullivan’s 
men. 
O’Sullivan is 
out of town and he 
said he had a contract 
with you to attend 
any of his men.’ 
A t 
mrs. t. t- C onklin. 
the same time he drew from his coat pocket 
a card which he handed to Dr. Cronin.

“ He was of medium height and seemed 
well-built and wiry. 
His face was dirty- 
looking, as it had not been shaved for 
some time. 
He had dark, straight hair 
and such bad eyes. 
His eyes were the 
most villainous I ever saw. 
Mrs. Conklin then related her meeting 
with O’Sullivan on the next day in her 
own house, whether he had come in re­ 
sponse to a call whioh she and her husband 
had made to his office early on Sunday 
morning 
O’Sullivan was not at home 
this time, but afterward came to Conk­ 
lin’s. 
The cross examination went over about 
the same ground with the addition of an 
attempt to prove Mrs. Conklin could not 
recognize the horse when driven to her 
house by Capt. Schaack the Thursday fol­ 
lowing the murder. 
At the conclusion of Mrs. Conklin’s evi­ 
dence Charles Warner Beck, the reporter 
for the Times who caused the white horse 
to be identified by Mrs, Conklin and 
Frank Scanlan, testified briefly. 
Sarah and Agnes McNerney, who were 
in Dr. Cronin’s office when the stranger 
called, corroborated Mrs. Conklin’s de­ 
scription of the man who called on the 
doctor. 
John C. Cronin, brother of the mur­ 
dered man, came all the way from his 
farm in Arkansas to swear to his identifi­ 
cation of the body. 
Ingham said he would 
not ask for a description of the peculiar 
marks by which Mr. Cronin identified the 
body unless the defense wanted them 
sworn to. 
This the defense was willing to 
waive. 
When Mr, Cronin passed out he 
walked by the prisoners with great de­ 
liberation and looked at them with the 
cold stare of unutterable hate. 
He is an 
old man with grizzled heard and a strong 
accent. 
He was born in County Cork, 
Ireland, and has not been in America many 
years. 
Frank Scanlan was recalled to tell of 
his last conversation with Dr. Cronin, just 
as he was getting into the buggy that 
carried him away from the Conklins, that 
fatal night. 
Mr. Scanlan said: 
“ As the 
doctor got iuto the buggy the man had 
the lines and appeared to be ready to 
drive away. 
I 
said, 
‘Hello, Doctor, 
where 
are 
you 
going?’ 
He said: 
‘I am going to attend to an accident 
at an ice house out north. ’ 
I said: 
‘You 
know there Is to be a meeting of the Celto- 
Americans in your office to-night. ’ 
The 
doctor nodded, as much as tosay, 'yes,’ and 
said: ‘It is very fortunate you came now; 
you can take the keys. Ho reached his hand 
in the pocket to get the keys, and they 
were cramped for room in the buggy and 
he got his hand into the other pocket aud 
got the keys 
out 
on 
a 
ring 
and 
handed them to me. 
I then said to 
him: ‘When will you be back?’ I intended 
to tell them down at the meeting ho would 
ba there. 
He replied: 
‘God knows; I do 
not know how long this thing will take. ’ 
The man started up aud Dr. Cronin said: 
‘You will find some papers down there for 
the men to sign.’ 
I followed him up 
three or four steps, because I thought he 
said ‘for the stockholders to sign, ’ so I 
followed him up three or four steps fur­ 
ther to get up for a still further talk. 
The man started the horse, however, and 
I could not hear or quite catch what he 
meant; except there were some papers for 
certain parties to sign.” 
“Describe how you saw the man who 
drove away with Dr. Crouln and where 
he was at the time you saw his face.” 
“ When I first saw him he was on the 
right side of the buggy facing north, and 
he turned around facing the other way 
when I was talking with the doctor. 
He 
had dark eyes, and a fierce look in his 
eyes, which I thought was on my ac­ 
count.” 
“ Did you ever see that horse and buggy 
after that day?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Who was driving it?” 
“A reporter 
for one of the papers, as I understood. 
His name is Beck.” 
“And you say that is the same horse 
and buggy he drove that night in which 
Dr. Cronin was taken 
away by this 
stranger?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
T. T. Conklin was recalled to testify as 
to his interviews with P. O’Sullivan and 
Capt. Schanck the day following the mur­ 
der, nothing important being elicited, 
atter which adjournment over night was 
taken.

Additional reports have been received here 
confirming the distressing condition of 
things, and it is said that at least 1,000 
families in South Dakota are in a state of 
destitution. 
W a s h i n g t o n , Oct. 29.—Representative 
H. C. Hansbrougb, the new congressman 
from North Dakota called upon Secretary 
Proctor to-day in the interests of the 
residents of Ramsay county in that State. 
They have had bad crops two years in 
succession and are in a destitute condition. 
Winter is approaching and they are not 
able to purchase fuel to protect them 
against the blasts of that severe climate. 
Mr. Hansbrough 
has asked Secretary 
Proctor to permit the destitute settlers to 
cut fire-wood from the timber tract on 
Devil’s Lake reservation, covering several 
thousand acres on the shore of the lake. 
The secretary promised Mr. Hansbrough 
an answer to-morrow.

A JEFFERSON COUNTY EXPOSURE BY COM.

E d . H oard’s D a ir y m a n . — I wish to call 
your attention to a basinets in yonr 
midst, which demands tie attention of 
the citizens cf Jefferson county. Sept. 
2 9tb, I visited the factory of Campbell Sc 
Hutchens, at Aztalan. I found a large 
number of farmers bringing milk to this 
factory. Four separators were running 
ecd the cream was rapidly extracted. 
The milk was run into a large vat. About 
one pound cf butter was sdded to a 
hundred pounds cf milk [by tbe follow- 
! tag process— Forty or fifty 
pounds 
‘ of batter was put in a sheet 
iron 
can. The 
can 
was 
set 
into 
a 
barrel and tbe oover placed on the bar­ 
rel. A steam pipe was inserted and t l e 
batter melted. It was then poured into 
a half barrel of skimmed milk and heat­ 
ed to 160 degrees, Fb., and then run into 
a large vat of milk. 
A large amount of 
rennet was introduced and the whole was 
coagulated before the foreign compound 
had time to rise. 
I made a close examination of the but­ 
ter used and took samples of it which are 
in the offioe at this writing. 
It is well 
for 
the 
manufacturer 
that 
Ile 
people who eat this cheese are ig­ 
norant of what they are putting into 
their stomachs. All indications went to 
show that the butter had been bought by 
oountiy grooers, in small lots, and had 
spoiled on their bands. Yellow butter 
white butter, gray butter, black butter, 
green butter, all colors, stinking, rotten 
butter, were damped into tubs, pails and 
shoe bcxs8 and held through the* hot 
summer days for these men to buy. The 
employees stated that the butter wsb 
picked up wherever it could be obtained. 
I .have been in rendering establish­ 
ments and soap factories, but it has nev­ 
er been my misfortune to meet a amel1 
that compared with the cmell that came 
from that barrel of steaming grease. It 
was with difficulty that I could make my 
stomach hold its own, while I took a 
sample. The manufacturers make no 
effort to clarify or deodorize or refine or 
purify, simply get it to mu w e lle d then 
introduce it to innocent milk and after­ 
ward to innocent cheese eaters. 
The practice is pernicious to the trade. 
It is damaging to tbe honest manufac­ 
turer. It is a consumate fraud upon the 
consumer. As a state officer I feel it my 
duty to expose this nefarious business. 
It the people of Wisconsin uphold this 
thing in their midst, tbe reputation we 
have achieved, after long years af labor, 
struggle and study, for high 
grade 
products will be swept away and tbe 
results of our labor will take their 
place beside tbe eorub steer and the scrub 
cow at tbe bottom of tbe market reports. 
The farmers who patronize the factory 
cannot know what they are doiog. 
The business cannot be but short 
lived. 
It 
is tbe shortest 
sighted 
policy 
conceivable. 
Manufacturers 
should see this. 
Their property will 
go down as soon as buyers find out what 
kind of goods are turned out 
It has 
been tried in northern Illinois. Factory 
property bas been rapidly declining or 
bas been abandoned. 
Employes have 
been 
obliged to oome to 
Wiscon­ 
sin 
for work. 
Dairymen of Wis­ 
consin have a precious interest to 
guard. They cannot afford to allow a 
few men to strike their main souroe of 
revenue. The dignity of honest business, 
is too serious in the midst of our peo­ 
ple, to allow public sentiment to support 
so fraudulent a traffic.
